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What Happened 
To This $103,868? 


The State Highway Department fi- 
nally has determined that it has paid out 
more than $103,868 for road work in 
Baxley which was never done. The dis- 
crepancies occurred both within and 
without contract limits. 

Other irregularities in use of state fa- 
cilities and personnel apparently bring 
the total Baxley bill about $156,819. 


This little matter of wasting $103,- 
868 of taxpayers’ money, according to 
some politicians, is nothing to be Cis- 
turbed about. After all, the state is 
spending now at a rate of about 524 
million dollars—so why worry about a 
few hundred thousand dollars here and 
there which slipped away with nothing 
in return? 

Nobody apparently knows just how 
many laws were violated at Baxley, 
where the mayor—a close friend of the 
Griffin administration—sublet contracts 
to himself and where the highway de- 
partment closed its eyes to matters 
which were perfectly obvious to casual 
citizens. 

Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook was quoted 
recently as saying that enough informa- 
tion had: been turned over to the solici- 
tor general of the Brunswick Circuit to 
warrant criminal prosecutions. He now 
has the highway departments’ new report. 
What criminal laws have been violated 
and who is involved? What happened to 
this $103,868 of state funds? 


Gov. Griffin’s newly appointed state 
investigator, Roger Lawson, took over his 
new job vesterday. If further state probes 
are in order at Baxley, he might end up— 
as he said vesterday—investigating ir- 
regularities dating to his own period of 
service as ¢hairman of the highway 
board. 

The governor has assured one and all 
that Lawson has a free hand in in- 
vestigating anything and_ everything 
while he charges politics and brings in 
all sorts of intransigent matters ‘like 
Sherman Adams and Atlanta’s crime 
rate. As for polftics, $103,868 of wasted 
state funds is a political issue indeed! 

At any rate, the highway depart- 
ment admits it was shortchanged by 
more than $103,868 at Baxley. The ease 
with which it was done brings no Credit 
to the department and leaves the still 
unanswered query about where the 
money went. Surely the courts are due 
to give the people an accounting of this 
“unconfirmed rumor” which. the depart- 
ment itself now has had to “confirm.”

Another Grand Jury 
Adds Voice to Chorus 


There's a familiar ring to the recent 
Fulton County Grand Jury's recom- 
mendations in the field of legislation. 

Like so many of its predecessors, the 
jury for the May-June term urged adop- 
tion of a strict automobile title registra- 
tion law and changes in court procedures. 

The latter would result in defendants 
testifying under oath, eliminate guess- 
work on the part cf trial juries as to a 
convicted person’s past record in setting 
sentence and would allow certain grand 
jury committees, at discretion of the 
judge, to continue their investigative 
Work beyond expiration of their normal 
terms. 

Recommendations along similar lines 
have been made by a number of grand 
juries in other counties. 

The next General Assembly should 
consider the repeated findings of such 
powerful instruments of government at 
the grass-roots level a clear mandate for 
action.

Ike, Dulles in Canada 
On Needed Repair Job 


President Eisenhower and Secretary 
of State Dulles are in Canada to “repair 
the erosion of relationship” between the 
two countries. 

That relations should be strained be- 
tween the United States and her neighbor 
to the north is one of the paradoxes of 
the times. Our destinies irrevocably are 
tied together by geography. We literally 
must hang together or hang separately. 

That relations will improve is likely. 
The best reason for believing so is that 
they must. 

There are two major points cf fric- 
tion. One is that Canada, like the U‘S., 
is a major producer of wheat. Our policy 
of “dumping” our vast surplus of this 
grain has done serious damage to the 
Canadian markets and brought consid- 
erable loss and some suffering to wheat 
growers in that country. 

Second point of worry fur Canada is 
the vast U.S. investmemt in Canadian en- 
terprises and the near control of her in- 
dustrial economy by United States in- 
-—terests. 40 per cent of all Ameri-

can investment abroad in plant facility 
is in Canada. The amount is about 10 
billion dollars. Her trade deficit with us 
is almost a billion dollars a year. 

Mutual defense also has produced 
some irritation but this is by no means 
as serious as the differences over wheat 
and investment control. 

Canada and the United States have 
worked together in the magnificent St. 
Lawrence Waterway project. The future 
development of Alaska will make neces- 
sary and mutually profitable further 
close cooperation on roads and trade.

Canada and the United States can- 
not afford to be other than together.

These are the congressional 
staff members, the lobbyists, the 
earnest (and sometimes earnest- 
ly crackpot) witnesses who speak 
for or against the cascades of 
bills and resolutions and investi- 
gations that eddy around the 
Capitol. 

Where so much is being said 
there is necessarily an unending 
air of unending confusion. 

In the House the microphones 
ring so loudly in tireless, metallic 
bellows that a visitor often has 
no clue as to who is saying what 
to whom. 

In the Senate, the last home of 
tradition, there are no sound 
boxes. The installation there of 
any such amplifying system 
would be regarded as embracing

defeat our quest for happiness or we can rise above them. 


One positive attitude toward our 
handicaps is to seek ways in 
which we can compensate and 
make up for the loss or limitation. 

When Richard E. Byrd was an 
undergraduate at Annapolis he 
suffered an injury which, after 
graduation, left him somewhat 
crippled and made his resignation 
in the Navy essential. That would 
be enough to break the spirit of 
almost any man, but pot Adm. 
Byrd. He ventured the hope that 
he might become an aviator, for 
as he reasoned an aviator does 
most of his work sitting down. 

“Why lose my services,” he 
said, ‘“‘when I want to give 
them?” And his challenge was ac- 
cepted. He was a Navy pilot in 
World War I. He spanned both the 
North and South Poles by air and 
he flew the Atlantic. Later as an 
explorer he became one of the 
dramatic heroes of modern times. 

We too easily quit when trouble 
plagues our steps. We complain, 
as did the fat golfer who said, 
“When I put the ball where I can 
reach it, 1 can’t see it; and when 
I put it where I can see it, I 
can't reach it.”’ If we want an ex- 
cuse we can surely find it. But if 
everyone who has some ‘‘thorn in 
the flesh’? were to excuse him- 
self, no one would be left to do 
the world’s work.

Judges we read of a war between 
the Israelites and the Benjamin- 
ites. Among the warriors of Israel 
were 700 left-handed men. Their 
left-handedness resulted from the 
fact that in earlier battles they 
had been maimed. Without a good 
right arm, what would a man 
have to offer for his nation’s de- 
fense? But here is what the his- 
torian of old has to say of these 
700 men: “‘Among all these were 
700 picked men who were —left- 
handed; every one could sling a 
stone at a hair and not miss.” 


Details are lacking but we can 
surely add them. These men 
could readily have asked for dis- 
missal, retired to their homes and 
enjoyed a well-deserved leisure 
for the rest of their days. But that 
was not the stuff out of which 
they were made. Handicapped as 
to their right arms, they set about 
to master the arts of war with 
their left arms. 

For reasons I am unable to 
fathom, hardships and handicaps 
are written deeply into human ex- 
perience. None of us are freed 
from them. But we can compen- 
sate and overcome our troubles, 
become. stronger men because of 
them and perhaps at last with 
Paul we can rejoice in knowing 
that when we are weak, then by 
God’s good grace we are strong. 


Adams Should Air 


His Past Finances 


WASHINGTON—It is clear that the whole 
country is passionately debating the question: 
“Should Sherman Adams go””’ From the letters 


which have come to this correspondent there seems little midélle 
ground between those who argue that ‘‘Adams is all wrong’ and 
those who say that ‘“‘Adams has done no wrong.”’ 


It would be a mistake for Pres- 
ident Eisenhower, who wants to 
keep Adams, or for Adams, who 
wants to continue to do his job, 
to assume that this black-and- 
white public reaction springs just 
from political partisanship. 

There are two sets of question 
marks: 


1. Many people are honestly 
concerned with whether Bernard 
Goldfine’s gifts to Adams are the 
beginning and end of the whole 
matter. Testimony before the 
Harris committee, particularly 
from the. free-swinging John Fox 
of Boston, have filled the air with 
accusations, rebuttals, innuen- 
does and denials concerning other 
financial benefits which Adams 
did or did not receive. Some- 
thing more documented and more 
authoritative than has yet been 
forthcoming is needed. 

2. The former chairman of the 
Federal Trade Commission, Ed- 
ward F. Howrey, has* testified 
that Adams contacted him on 
three or four other cases besides 
Goldfine’s. Adams. has testified 
that he made many ‘‘routine”’ re- 
quests for data from the regula- 
tory agencies in behalf of inquir- 
ers including congressmen. Many 
people, I find, wonder if there 
is a “‘pattern of conduct” which 
marked Adams’ approach to the 
agencies and whether the contact 
was entirely ‘ i 
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It seems*® self-evident that the 
state of public opinion is in the 
end going to decide whether the 
President can retain Mr. Adams. 
Therefore, it would seem to me 
that Adams, believing that his 
actions are not fairly subject to 
criticism beyond ‘‘iimprudence,” 
ought to have a powerful incen- 
tive to go the extra mile to bring 
out the answers to every perti- 
nent question quickly and fully. 


How, for example, could Adams 
best deal with the hanest question 
about his finances? 


Would it not be well for Adams 

voluntarily to apply to himself 
the same ‘tconduct of interest’’ 
statutes which apply to presiden- 
tial appointees who have to be 
confirmed by the Senate and 
whose private financial interests 
might come into conflict with 
their public trust? 
_ One of the things which made 
it wrong for the assistant to the 
President to accept gifts and hos- 
pitality from Goldfine is that 
Adams should set an example of 
probity for the whole adminis- 
tration.

WASHINGTON—KR epublican 
leaders frankly admitted Tuesday 
the Sherman Adams case seemed

Privately, few, if any, 
cling to the belief that there is 
any chance the Republicans can 
recapture from the Democrats the 
control of either the House or the 
Senate. 


Reports from political workers 
in the field since the Adams case 
developed have deepened the feel- 
ing of melancholia already wide- 
spread in the GOP ranks, 


DEMOCRATIC TREND 


These reports reflect a feeling 
that the controversy over the tax- 
deducted gifts given the Presi- 
dent’s top aide by Boston corpora- 
tions controlled by his friend, 
Bernard Goldfine, would give new 
momentum to what had looked 
even before like a midterm trend 
toward the Democrats. 


Most of the talk among Repub- 
licans now is about how to mini- 
mize party losses, both in the 
House and Senate. Hardly any- 
one talks of the chances of net 
gains for the Republicans in 
either the House or the Senate. 

Indeed, one responsible source 
said the Republicans would count 
themselves lucky if they hold 
their losses in the House to 10 to 
20 seats, and if they lost no more 
than four seats in the Senate. 


HIGH HOPES 


Some Democrats are talking 
in terms of gains of up to 80 seats 
in the House—although this is 
considered most unlikely—and of 
picking up as many as 10 seats in 
the Senate. 

The House now has 233 Demo- 
crats to 198 Republicans with four 
vacancies (two formerly held by 
Democrats and two formerly held 
by Republicans.) 

The Senate division is 49 Demo- 


crats to 47 Republicans. 


President Eisenhower’s declara- | 


tion that he intends to keep Adams 
in his White House post despite 
his admitted imprudence, because 
“IT need him,” has not been an 
effective plea even among Repub- 
licans, to say nothing of Demo- 


‘|}crats and independents. Congres- 


sional mail still reflects an 
“‘Adams-must-go-sentiment.”” 

Even among Republicans still 
friendly to Adams there is doubt 
that he can weather the storm. 
Some of them feel the longer his 
resignation is delayed the greater 
will be the damage to the party’s 
electoral outlook.

LeRoy M. Letteer has just received a pin to wear in his lapel 
because of ‘‘exceptional civilian service’’—but Letteer can’t wear 
it. You see, he is a U.S. Secret Service agent here, and the pin 
would immediately identify him. : 

But there is a story behind the pin, and a gold medal, and a 
certificate signed by Treasury Secretary Anderson. Agent Letteer 
was one of the Secret Service men who guarded Vice President 
Nixon on his recent stormy tour of South America. 

Every single agent who went aleng, since they acted as a 
team, got the same medal, pin and certificate that Letteer got. 
Several of them received the awards in person Tuesday from the 
secretary. Letteer, who is stationed in his home town of Atlanta, 
was on vacation, so he got his by letter from the secretary and 
personal presentation by Barney Wentz, head of the Atlanta office 
of the Secret Service. 

Leiteer has also received a card stating that he is a “bona 
fide member of the Rock and Roll Club of South America.’’. The 
card is signed: ‘Patricia Nixon, president. Richard Nixon, vice 
president.” 

Letteer said he guessed the club got its name because ‘‘they 
were throwing rocks and we were rolling!”’ 

Agent Letteer was high in his praise of Nixon’s courage in 
facing the angry crowds in Lima, Peru, and then again the even 
more angry crowds in Caracas, Venezuela. “‘The Vice President 
has the most dynamic personality of anyone I've ever met,” 
Agent Letteer said. ‘‘This was my second trip to South America 
with him, and I admire him more the more I see of him.”’ 

Letteer lives at 2310 Carey Dr., SE. He went to Fulton High 
School and to Georgia Tech. He and his wife have two boys, 
aged 5 and 3.
